A move to transfer the 
administration of a Section Eight 
Certificate to an outside housing 
authority failed Tuesday in a two 
to two vote, Wilmington Housing 
Authority Chairman Tom Siracusa 
and Dot Butler voted in. favor of 
the move while Dan Gillis and Joan 
Sadowski voted against. Member 
Al Meegan, the landlord who has 
been placed in a conflict of interest 
situation as a result of owning a 
rental home under the board's 
jurisdiction, absented himself from 
the room during discussion. 

Both Gillis and Sadowski argued 
against the transfer saying, though 
Wilmington will still have to pro- 
vide services to the home, another 
authority will benefit from the 
transfer, 

"He's got himself into this 
problem, now let him get himself 
out," said Gillis, 

Gillis and Sadowski also accused 
Meegan of “threatening” and “ter- 
rorizing" his tenant in a letter 
dated June 3. In that letter, Meegan 
explained that Executive Director 
Ella Belmore has refused to turn 
over the home's rent for May and 
June. Belmore claimed at a prior 
meeting it would be illegal to turn 
over the monies owed Meegan until 
his conflict situation is resolved, 

Meegan went on to tell his tenant, 
"I intend to commence proceedings 
for the termination of your tenancy 
because of the breach of contract 
resulting from the refusal of the 
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Wilmington Housing Authority to 
make payments of rent to me in 
accordance with said contract." 
Meegan added his action is "not the 
result of any action on your part" 
but was "forced on me by Ms. 
Belmore in order that she can pur- 
sue her personal political vendetta 
against me," 

After the meeting, Meegan said 
he had little choice in the matter 
and his only options now are to sell 
the Section Eight home or rent it 
out at market value. One thing was 
sure, he said: "I'd be a fool to enter 
into. another contract with the 
housing authority." 

Both Siracusa and Butler decried 
the fact that the tenant was the one 
being hurt by the board's inaction. 

"I can't sce anybody thrown out 
of their home. It’s hard when you 
have no place else to go," said But- 
ler, referring to the time she once

found herself in the same position. 
Siracusa urged the board to 


* resolve the issue since a legal 


alternative was now before them. 
Both the Tewksbury and Burling- 
ton housing authorities have of- 
fered to administer the certificate. 

"I want to get back to a five 
member board, It’s not fair to the 
people of Deming Way... and not 
fair to the tenant,” Siracusa said of 
the current situation, He added he 
had been told by the state the 
housing authority should not be 
holding back Meegan’s rental 
checks, Gillis said he'd like to see a 
signed statement attesting to that 
fact. 

More than once Siracusa asked 
Belmore for her recommendation 
regarding the best way to resolve 
the conflict. Belmore sidestepped 
the issue and finally stated, "I 
won't make a recommendation," 
The chairman continued to pursue 
the issue asking for another 
alternative if the transfer attempt 
failed. Belmore replied it would be 
up to Meegan to decide how to 
handle the matter. 

"I thought it was up to us to 
handle the matter," said Siracusa. 

"I don't personally have to make 
that decision," the director replied. 

The motion to transfer was 
defeated by a tie vote. Siracusa told 
the Town Crier if the issue isn't 
decided soon, it was probable the 
validity of Meegan's vote on all 
matters would end up being 
questioned. 
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breaking and entering

A case charging Ella Belmore, 
executive director of the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority, with 
breaking and entering was dis- 
missed Thursday in Woburn 
District Court, reportedly for 
insufficient evidence, The case is 
expected to be appealed, 

Evelyn Cotto, a welfare mother 
of four who has been a tenant for 
almost five years in a low cost 
home on Virginia Road, filed the 
charges against Belmore for “pic- 
king" her front door lock, 
changing the lock on her back 
door, and making an inspection of 
her rental home when she was not 
present, The home falls under the 
state's Chapter 705 statute and is 
administered by the housing 
authority. Legally, the director has 
the’ authority to make four 
inspections a year to check for such 
things as damage to the walls and 
safety hazards. In an inspection last 
October, said Cotto, Belmore 
found holes in window screens and 
an aluminum shed in poor 
condition. Both situations have 
since been rectified, she said. 

In March, Belmore apparently 
paid two more visits to the home. 
Cotto claims this was strictly "har- 
rassment" on the director's part. 

During that period of time, Cotto 
changed her back door lock 
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because the door reportedly would 
not stay shut, When her young son 
got out of the house without her 
knowledge, the. Department of 
Social Services ordered Cotto to 
put a deadbolt on her back door, 

"The locks have to conform to 
our master key and they were 
changed," Belmore told this paper. 
For this reason Belmore brought 
along a locksmith on her inspection 
visit in May. 

Cotto was at her grandmother's 
home at the time of Belmore's visit 
but had left a note on the door 
asking her not to inspect the 
premises without her being 
present. When neighbors called to 
inform her of Belmore's action in 
entering the home, Cotto called 
Wilmington police and filed a 
report with them. 

"She broke into my home. With 
the way she did it, it was breaking 
and entering,” said Cotto, who next 
filed criminal charges against Bel- 
more at Woburn Court. The case 
was heard in a closed session in the 
Clerk Magistrate's office last 
Thursday morning. 

Both Belmore and her lawyer, 
WHA attorney John Greco from 
Medford, refused to discuss 
specifics of the case last week 
because of the litigation, Belmore 
did say, however, this is one of the 
few times she has had trouble with 
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one of the tenants, Complicating 
the whole issue is a court order 
against Cotto last August 16 or- 
dering her “to quit and vacate" the 


premises. The eviction notice 
issued September 23 is the result of 
numerous attempts to get Cotto to 
pay back rent. According to court 
Tecords, at one time Cotto owed as 
much as $3,440. The court records 
on the case go back as far as June 

1, 1990. 

In answer to the rent issue, Cotto 
told the court "the amount owed is 
incorrect." She told this paper she 
filed for emergency assistance and 
the housing authority was supposed 
to delete health care, day care, and 
medical expenses from her rent, 
but Belmore “never turned it (her 
request) in." Cotto admits she fell 
behind in her payments in 1990 
and 1991 but says it was a choice 
of either putting food on the table 
for her children, aged three to 10 
years old, or keeping a roof over 
their heads. Soon after the eviction 
decision was rendered, Cotto filed 
an appeal. Greco said Cotto cannot 
be evicted now until her appeal is 
heard in Superior Court and a 
second decision is offered. 

Cotto is planning to get on the 
housing authority agenda July 14 to 
discuss the whole matter and bring 
up several "violations" she is 
attributing to the director.

Fresh faces on water board

Changes are on the horizon for 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commission, At a lengthy meeting 
last Thursday, the relatively new 
board raised questions and pro- 
posed several changes for the 
future. 

The most noticeable change in the 
three member board was two new 
faces. Jonathon Goldfield and Neil 
Waisnor were appointed to replace 
former chairman Arthur Smith and 
Jim Ring. Supt, Paul Niman, who 
was hired two months ago to re- 

lace Paul Duggan, told com- 
missioners he was just getting up to 
speed on the town's water and 
sewer system. During the board's 
reorganization Thursday, Noel Ba- 
ratta was elected new chairman and 
Goldfield was named vice-chair- 
man. 

Beginning next month, space 
permitting, the commission will 
hold its meetings at the Town Hall 
and will begin at 6:30 p.m. instead 
of the earlier 5:30 p.m, meeting 
time. According to Goldfield, some 
residents had requested a change in 
location because of accessibility 
and a fear of driving on Butters 
Row at night, Baratta suggested 
that, beginning in the fall, the 
board also meet more than once a 
month to help familiarize them- 
selves and Niman with the plant 
and procedures. 

Commissioners proposed that 
meetings be more formal and the 
commission be more open in its 
dealings with the public. 

"I thought the water department 
did a very good job; the results 
speak for themselves," said Wais- 
nor. He added, however, “If prob- 
lems develop with our physical 
plant we ought to be screaming; 
everyone should always know what 
our problems are." To keep better 
records it was suggested the clerk 
tape record the meetings. 

Niman said, for his part, he plan- 
ned to keep the board informed of 
new regulations, operational needs, 
and long and short term needs. 

While the board praised the two 
retiring commissioners and the 
experience they brought with them, 
they predicted that the board's role

"I see the committee in more of a 
policy making role," said Niman. 
Baratta added, in looking ahead, it 
was possible the commission may 
assume more of an advisory role. 

Waisnor asked what the com- 
mission's role is in relation to the 
town manager. Baratta explained 
the manager bears the ultimate 
responsibility for the department. 

Goldfield suggested procedural 
mechanisms be put in place so the 
board can't act "capriciously" and 
that commissioners all go in the 
same direction. Baratta agreed. 

"The issue is we want to tighten 
up the . We're not here 
to control things," he said. 

Niman explained he was looking 
to make his department more 
efficient and keep it in compliance 
with state regulations, He said he 
was already putting into effect old 
programs like water flushing and 
painting hydrants. Niman said the 
department's meter reading and 


billing system needs to be 
overhauled because estimated bills 
are not accurate and lead to too 
many abatements. The superin- 
tendent is proposing to institute a 
new system of having meters read 
remotely outside the home, The 
new system will guarantee a 
reading each time readers come 
out, he said, and will probably go 
into effect in the fall. Niman said 
he also plans to change abatement 
forms and procedures for residents 
seeking a refund ‘in their water 
bills. Commissioners favored 
changes because they felt too many 
of the abatements seem to be only 
bill corrections. 

The board also touched on the 
issue of consultants saying they 
preferred the superintendent to set 
up a process and recommend the 
consultants. One issue which was 
not touched on was the extension 
of the town's sewer line and the 
recent controversy over the 
Northeast Interceptor project. 


Town settles tax 
case with Textron

Wilmington officials have reached 
a settlement with Textron Defense 
Systems (Avco) over a $1.5 million 
abatement for over assessment 
between 1986 and 1988. The court 
ordered abatement comes at a time 
of financial woe for the town. Town 
Manager Michael Caira had been 
meeting with Textron represen- 
tatives on a regular basis to try and 
reach an agreement with the least 
impact to the town, 

Caira told selectmen Monday there 
are three components to the 
settlement. Since Textron agreed to 
"stop the clock" on interest owed, the 
town will begin paying $1,469,000 
instead of $1.5 million after July 1 
using a 10 year bond authorization. 
Next, both sides settled on a 
$560,000 abatement for the years 
between 1989 and 1992 instead of an

expected $1.5 million abatement. 
That money will most likely come 
from the town budget and be paid 
out over a four year period begin- 
ning in 1993. Lastly, both sides 
agreed on an as yet to be released 
plant assessment figure for 
1993-1994, In exchange for 
agreeing to the figure, Textron will 
not seek an abatement for those 
years. 

Caira said the initial impact of the 
agreement will be felt in 1994 and 
the town budget will be affected until 
1996. He said he expects to handle 
payment through debt accounts and 
transfer from the overlay account. 

Selectman Bob Cain praised Caira 
for his "aggressiveness" in 
negotiating a settlement that will 
lessen the fiscal impact to the town.

-Wilmington selectmen, on Mon- 
day received a conceptual plan 

wing roadway improvements on 
Main Street and offered some 
Suggestions to make the plan more 
Palatable. The project construction 
Gosts, which are to be picked up by 
the federal and state governments, 
are estimated at one million dollars. 
iMembers of the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority and engi- 
neers from Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike (FST) presented a plan 
which would focus on enlarging the 
road from Clark Street to Route 
129 from the current two lanes to 
four lanes. To make traffic flow 
more smoothly on Main Street, 
planners would install signals on the 
Rt. 38 / Clark Street intersection 
and at a new combined entrance to 
Wilmington Plaza and the old 
Wilmington Ford property. They 
would also close off the plaza's 
north entrance, open up a right tum 
lane in front of Rocco's Restaurant 
to avoid stacking, and put a five 
foot sidewalk on the mall side of the 
Street only. 
» To make the improvements viable, 
it would be necessary to take some 
250-3000 feet of land in "strip 
takings" on both sides of Main 
Street. The takings, said Ed Welch 
from FST, would have little impact 
on parking in the mall and would 
cost an estimated $58,000. Select- 
men were told, with traffic counts 
showing up to 22,000 daily vehicle 
trips in front of the plaza, some- 
thing has to be done soon to address 
current and future problems. 

"You have to build a system that 
works." said WRA Executive Di- 
rector Michael Matt. He explained 
that this section is only one part of 
improvements sought from the Rt. 
62 bridge to the Tewksbury line. 

Selectmen raised several issues. 
Both Gerry Duggan and Chester 
Bruce noted, with only one real 
@ntrance to the plaza, trailer trucks 
éxiting the 1 may find it difficult 
to swing onto the street, Welch said 
the turning radius is not "insur- 
thountable." Bruce favored talking 
to DeMoulas' soon because they 
have fought against a single 
entrance in the past.

Help may be on the way for 
residents in the area of a proposed 
nursing home on West Street.

Trouble crossing the T

Which side of the tracks do you live on? This used to be a status 
question, In North Wilmington, it could be a question of life or 
death. 

If you live on the east side of the railroad tracks that run 
through North Wilmington Center, you'd better be real careful 
on scheduling your heart attack. Don't have an emergency just 
before the 5:13 pulls into North Wilmington. Every MBTA 
passenger train that stops in North Wilmington blocks the road 
for a minute or two, or maybe more, 

The traffic backup this causes is of some consequence, but far 
more important is the blocking of emergency vehicles. 

On Friday morning, it happened again. Police cruisers 
responding to an emergency call were. blocked by a train at the 
crossing at 7 a.m, The call was for a hit-run accident, with just 
property damage. But when the first cruiser reached the tracks, 
the gates were down and the road was blocked by a train taking 
on passengers. 

It is the second time this year that this writer has personally 
witnessed a police cruiser blocked by a stopped train. When the 
Town Crier office was in the old depot, we used to see it more 
often. But even with our office not there, we have personally seen 
this happen twice in four months. 

This is the third editorial the Town Crier has published on this 
subject in a year. 

North Wilmington is the only MBTA station in the area where 
there is no boarding platform: It has*been 12 years since the T 
resumed rail service on that line, and still there is no platform. 
Passengers would have to board from the rocky ballast, were it 
not for the train stopping with the steps at the road surface. 

Asst. Town Manager Jeff Hull has met with transportation 
officials, and is hopeful that a platform will be soon built. 

Prior to this, however, MBTA officials have been reluctant to 
take any action to alleviate the problem. 

The MBTA, by the way, receives a $375,000 subsidy from the 
town. If anyone else were to block emergency vehicles, they 
would certainly be paying the judge, but the MBTA does not have 
to play by the same rules. 

Will the plodding wheels of bureaucracy resolve this problem 
before some poor soul dies from a slow response to a medical 
emergency?

There was a time when teachers were the foundation of 
any community in America, During crisis, local farmers, 
the blacksmith, tradesmen and women of the town would 
turn to the often bespectacled school master for needed 
guidance.

More 
importantly, they've inspired generations of children. 

It all made sense. Teachers were trusted because they 
were second parents. They gave impetus for college careers 
and service to country. Pick any three presidential 
biographies and at least one will carefully describe the 
impact of a teacher on the decision of a Harry Truman or 
his other presidential peers to pursue public life. None of 
these biographical insights would reference a teacher who § 
urged a student protest because the teachers’ pay raise didn't 
come through, 

Back then, the mighty dollar was not the paramount issue 
in the little red school house. 

But this is the '90s and the historical merits of the 
teaching profession are overshadowed by the dark clouds of 
union activists. It's a painfully vivid dichotomy because the 
teacher unions of today are shattering the proud image of 
the teaching profession established over a 200-year span. 

The teaching work ethic has degenerated from give back 
to give me. Ms. Hunter has been replaced by John Wood, 
who at $746.40 a week is adamantly opposed to giving back 
to the community which he slams for its "disparate 
treatment" of the schools. 

The “disparate treatment” accusation, an outrageous salvo 
for even the likes of Wood, doesn't speak the truth about 
this community. Wilmington can boast the most pro-active 
parent councils in the Merrimack Valley, responsible 
property tax increases which have financed a renovated high 
school and a community rich to the brim with Wildcat fans 
and contributions. That spirit of contribution shows its 
strength and depth when local parents muster at the State 
House petitioning for enhanced education aid. 

It doesn't suit Mr. Wood's propaganda to admit it, but he 
knows the real truth here — this community is second to 
none in its commitment to public education. Then again, 
perhaps Wood misses the facts because he doesn't live in our 
community. After he lectures us on our “disparate” 
treatment of kids, he jumps on 93 South heading for Boston. 

Wilmington, trying to get through the Second Great 
Depression, is teaming-up. Most people here speak in terms 
of "we" and "us." But John Wood and his clan are victims of 
the "us against them" mentality which goes against the grain 
of what community is all about....and what teachers used to 
stand for. 

Wood was quite adamant in his recent communique to the 
Wilmington School Committee. "Not one penny!,” was the 
message.

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Catch-22 at the Housing Authority

Frustration is the name of the game at the Wilmington Housing 
Authority where personal feelings, emotions, and yes, politics 
rule and an innocent tenant is made a pawn in a power play by 
the executive director and factions of that board. After months 
of the ridiculous with temper tantrums, cancelled meetings, nit 
picking, and legal threats, the authority on Tuesday night sank 
to a new low. Instead of putting aside their differences and 
opting for compassion, some members dug in their heels and 
chose not to resolve a situation that was easily resolvable. s 

Member Al Mecgan finds himself in a conflict of interest 
situation simply because he agreed to rent a home to a person in 
need of affordable housing long before he got on the board. It is 
a rare persan, who would be willing, to take “such a step, 
especially with the bureaucracy involved. Since Meegan could 
have received more money selling the properly or charging 
market rates, it secms obvious money wasn't the motivating 
factor in his decision to become a landlord. It was, however, a 
factor in his painful decision to begin eviction proceedings 
against his "fine tenant" in court. With the conflict of interest 
still hanging over his head and back rent withheld from him by 
Director Ella Belmore, Meegan felt he had no choice but to 
claim breach of contract and pursue an eviction to get out from 
under the charges against him. 

Belmore, for her part, maintains that she is acting legally in 
withholding the rent payments for May and June and must 
continue to withhold the rent until Meegan's situation is 
resolved. That resolution could have come last night had 
members Dan Gillis and Joan Sadowski taken up either the 
Tewksbury or Burlington housing authorities on their offer to 
oversee Meegan's house. Instead, they made excuses and 
clouded the issuc with charges that Meegan was "terrorizing" his 
tenant. They also voted against use of an outside agency, 
effectively tying up both the hands of the board in the future 
and the whole issuc for months to come. 

The board is in a Catch-22 situation. Two members, along 
with the director, refuse to budge in hopes that Meegan will 
tender his resignation. By not giving in, they also keep Meegan 
in a conflict of interest so he cannot vote in the future on 
terminating the director. Belmore's contract is up in October 
but the 60-day notification to terminate has to be given in 
August. The other board members say the whole situation is 
unfair to the tenant, but they seem to have exhausted all their 
options, The only option which may work is the one Meegan is 
taking to seek eviction. But, as Sadowski pointed out Tuesday, 
for that there has to be just cause. 

Problems can only be resolved when all parties are willing to 
compromise and agree to meet halfway. When an innocent party 
is caught in the middle, the need to give a little is imperative. 
The current stance of two members and the director reveal 
much about their concern — or lack of same — for another 
human being. Instead of acting in their own best interests and 
trying to "get even" with Meegan for daring to fire Belmore in 
March, they should grow up and get on with authority business 
— or get off the board.

Safety statement 
triggers debate

A safety policy statement which 
was submitted to the Wimington 
Board of Selectmen Monday for 
approval triggered unexpected 
debate. The statement was prepared 
by a_ reactivated Executive Loss 
Control Committee, headed by 
Assistant Town Manger Jeff Hull. 
The policy states, in part, "It is the 
policy of the Town of Wilmington 
that all employees work under the 
safest possible conditions in each 
department." 

Newest selectman Gerry Duggan 
said, though he would sign the 
statement, it didn't really mention 
the town's responsibility. He 
claimed the onus is being put on 
employees to observe safety rules 
and use equipment safely. 

"I think the town should have 
some responsibility also, Everyone 
should be involved in safety," he 
said. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
assured Duggan that "The town 
clearly, by this policy statement is 


taking the responsibility. 

Duggan noted when he was 
employed by the town in the fire 
department he served n the original 
safety committee. This new 
committe is comprised of town 
department heads. Duggan said he 
has noticed such safety hazards as 
wood fire doors, diesel fumes, and 
electrical problems in the fire 
station alone. 

Caira said he couldn't speak to 
what happened in the past but the 
issue is being brought to the board's 
attention because "safety is a 
priority.” 

Chet Bruce said while he, too, 
would sign the statement, he would 


like a list from town employees on } 


Suspected safety hazards that 
selectmen can review, 

"I would like to know what these 
things are," he said. 

Bob Cain agreed. 

"This is a beginning. If there's 
something there it should be ad- 
dressed," he said. The board unani- 
mously approved the statement. 


Wilmington to hold 
summer school 


The Wilmington Public Schools 
will again offer summer courses for 
both makeup credit and enrichment. 
A full range of enrichment and 
remedial courses will be available 
for grades six through 12 at the 
North Intermediate School, Salem

31, 1991, leaves have been banned 
from town waste streams all over 

“Massachusetts. In successive years, 
various other items will be banned. 
It's all part of a statewide plan to 
preserve and protect the 
environment in Massachusetts. 

These are the other items that will 
be banned from the waste stream in 
coming years: 

December 31, 1992: all yard waste 
(in addition to leaves) including 
grass clippings and branches; 
aluminum materials, and metal and 
glass containers. 

December 31, 1994; single 
polymer plastics; all grades of 
recycled paper. 

As these deadlines approach, 
Wilmington residents will be 
required to pull these items out of 
the waste stream. In the case of the 
recently banned leaves, there have 
been several special collections of 
this item, Residents who have missed 
the special collections have been able 
to take their bagged leaves to the 
Recycling Center on Saturdays 
between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

As the new deadlines become 
effective, plans will be made by 
Wilmington's Recycling Advisory 
Committee to help residents dispose 
of other banned items.

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Rep. Brenton seeks to 
limit water-sewer rates 


In a major initiativé to bring 
drastically increasing water and 
sewer rates under control, State Rep. 
Marianne Brenton led a delegation 
of state lawmakers to a highly 
publicized meeting with Governor 
William F. Weld on May 7. The 
meeting, described by Beacon Hill 
observers as a major "Water and 
Sewer Rate Summit’ was 
coordinated by Brenton to recruit 
the governor's support in 
controlling water and sewer rate 
increases imposed by the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA). 

"The working men and women of 
my district just can't afford to pay 
these exorbitant sewer increases 
which are being imposed by an 
MWRA board that appears out of 
touch with the present economic 
times," said Brenton, whose district 
comprises three communities which 
are tied to the MWRA sewer system. 

Brenton said the combined sewer 
rate increase in her three 
communities last year was 
$1,317,470, and that the impact of 
the "excessive hikes" has been to 
place an unreasonable burden on 


family budgets "already at the 
breaking points these days," Rep 
Brenton said, "Something's got to 
give, and though the MWRA wants it 
to be the taxpayers and local 
governments, I believe the MWRA 
has to give because their double digit 
rate hikes smack in the face of 
reason.” 

The Brenton Water and Sewer Rate 
summit was hailed by Governor 
Weld as a key opportunity to hear 
directly from local legislators about 


the impact of MWRA fees on their @ 


constituents. 

State lawmakers are considering 
proposals which would restrict the 
Authority's ability to hike rates, and 
Brenton said she is examining the 
possibility of proposing a new law 
which would cap the amount rates 
may increase, similar to how 
property tax increases are limited 
under Proposition 2 1/2, "I think 
Governor Weld agrees with me that 
there needs to be some safety 
mechanism to protect home owners, 
especially those on fixed incomes 
who have no way of absorbing these 
rate increases," said Brenton,

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‘Outdoors column 
Possible new critter in suburbia 


by Bill Conlon ; 


In recent years, we've seen a big 
,influx of critters into suburbia. But 
there seems to be a new addition to 
the list that might make some folks 
alittle nervous. 

Raccoons and ‘possums are now a 
common sight, along with skunks 
and gray squirrels. In fact, you'll 
hardly ever see a gray squirrel in 
the woods, but they're everywhere 
in the ‘burbs. Big, fat, clever ones, 

Deer are also making a comeback 
in residential areas, and beavers are 
frequently seen in wet areas, We'll 
see how Chelmsford's effort to per- 
form vasectomies on beavers works 
out, There are simpler and cheaper 
Ways to trim a beaver population. 

Now, you take all that fresh meat 
walking around, and something is 
going to show up to eat it. That's 
how Nature works -- where there's 
an abundance of food, something is 
going to take advantage of it. Meat 
is just another form of food. 

Foxes (both red and gray) aren't 
uncommon in Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington. Coyotes are also heard in 
outlying areas nearby. Both prefer 
mice.and smaller animals for food, 
and pose no threat. 

But I heard a story this week that 
is a little more chilling, Tewksbury 
may have a predator now that could 
scare a few people. 

Frank Corbin, who works at the 
Center News outlet in Wilmington, 
related the following tale, He said 
on weekends he mows the grass at 
E-Z Mini Storage, on Main Street 
in Tewksbury, as a sideline. 


Trust Our Experience, 
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Last weekend, Frank said he saw 
a cat looking at him from the brush 
as he was mowing the lawn, So he 
walked up. 

The cat snarled at him, Hmm, 

As he approached further, the cat 
tumed and bolted for the woods, in 
the general direction of the Great 
Swamp. And it was big. Real big. 

The cat, he said, was bigger than a 
cocker spaniel, and dark in color, 
almost black. And the cat had no 
tail. 

No tail? Sounds like a bobcat. 

Wildlife biologist Tom Decker, at 
the Division of Fisheries & Wild- 
life, said bobcats and lynx are not 
unusual in Massachusetts, but they 
don't often appear this far east. Hee 
said bobcats pull down up to four 
percent of all deer fawns born each 
year in Massachusetts, so they are 
very real predators. A bobcat can 
take down an adult deer, too! 

Both cats, Decker said, are about 
the same weight, but the lynx have 
longer legs and appear taller. The 
cats have stubby tails, and both are 
bigger than a cocker spaniel. 

Decker said there is no record in 
New England of a bobcat attacking 
a human, so relax. The cats are shy 
and try to avoid humans, but they 
do need to eat. 

‘Possums will do, Squirrels too. 
Or roadkitl. Or your housecat. 

Decker said bobcats and lynx will 
avoid dogs when possible, but they 
will pick off a housecat wandering 
in the woods. Personally, I think a « 
big cat wouldn't think twice about a 
small dog, like a toy poodle. Poof! 
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The cat could also pose a threat to 
rabbits, chickens and ducks, Decker 
said, particularly if the livestock is 
left to wander in the yard. Unlike a 
dog, which will slaughter an entire 
chicken coop just for fun, a bobcat 
or fox will carry off just one, then 
come back another night. 

Then again, the biologist said the 
first thing that came to mind was a 
feral cat. When people take their 
unwanted cats "for a drive in the 
country" and let them go, some will 
survive and grow up wild. These 
“feral” housecats are wildcats in the 
truest sense. And Decker said some 
breeds of housecat can grow up to 
20 pounds, so'Frank's mystery may 
have been a corrupted house cat, 

Or maybe not. Old timers say the 
Great Swamp used to have bobcats 
in years past, and this one certainly 
sounds like a bobcat or lynx. 

There is hunting and trapping for 
bobcats in Massachusetts, but both 
seasons are much later in the year, 
and both are allowed only in the 
western part of the state. No bobcat 
hunting or trapping around here. 

Decker advises people not to feed 
or try to interact with the bobcat, if 
such it is. Do you want something 
that can kill an adult deer hanging 


around your yard? Think about it. 
Bobcats wander pretty far afield, so 
there is no place safe in the entire 
Merrimack Valley. 

So, area residents be advised. If 
little "Fluffy" doesn't return home 
some night, she may not be coming 
back at all, There may be a bobcat 
in the area, and they play for keeps. 

Just thought you should know.

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Thirty days on a troopship 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

The people of the United States 
were reminded a few days ago of the 
event of 48 years ago, known as D 
Day. Radio, TV and newspapers 
reminded the people of this country 
of the 6th of June 1944, when 
thousands of soldiers landed on the 
beaches of Normandy. 

It was enough to make this writer 
look up the records of his command 
of the SS Benjamin Goodhue at that 
time. A Liberty Ship named after a 
prominent New York church 
architect, the Goodhue had been 
converted to a Troopship, capable of 
carrying 505 soldiers. 

They were never called soldiers on 
board ship. They were troops. Where 
they lived on board ship was Troop 
Country, unless they were officers, 
and then it was Officer Country. 

Like all Liberty Ships, the 
Goodhue had five cargo hatches, 
designed to receive cargo. Three 
were on the forward deck, and two 
in the aft (or) back deck. The first 
two hatches were set aside for 
enlisted men. The third was reserved 
for officers. Aft the midships house 
was the fourth hatch, where the 
enlisted men ate. The officers ate in 
an area adjacent to their quarters at 
Number Three. 

The bunks for the soldiers in 
Number One and Two were five 
tiers high. They were supported by 
stecl rods about seven feet high, 
possibly a little more. The was 16 
inches of sleeping room for each 
man, maybe a litte more. The 
soldiers were expected to sleep in 
their clothing, and most of them did. 

They ate two and a half meals a day 
in Number Four hatch. There were 
eating tables for them, at which they 
stood. 
| A hearty breakfast and a hearty 

unch, Then, about 4:30-5 p.m. there 
would be a snack - cocoa, with 
crackers or bread. 

The officers, who lived in Hatch 
Number Three had sit down tables, 
and the same meals, 

Of course the soldiers could 
wander around, but they were not 
allowed into crew quarters. There 
just wasn't room! 

Capt.Neilson had commanded the 
Benjamin Goodhue for some months 
during a previous voyage to the 
Mediterranean, and for a number of 
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voyages between Oran, in Algeria, 
and Naples, in Italy, If memory is 
correct he transported Algerian, 
Moroccan and other French Colonial 
Soldiers between Oran and Naples 
for five trips. All the officers were 
French, a language with which Capt. 
Neilson was familiar. 

The Goodhue returned to the U.S. 
in May for the purpose of being 
drydocked and to get a fresh supply 
of stores, Capt. Neilson took a 10 
day vacation. He returned to the ship 
on May 17, 1944, at the 
Pennsylvania RR Pier in Baltimore. 
It was on that same day that the 
Goodhue embarked a new supply of 


American soldiers, to be transported 
to Naples. 

At 12:33 p.m. the Goodhue left the 
Pennsylvania Pier for Lynnhaven 
Roads, at the southerly end of 
Chesapeake Bay. Capt. Neilson did 
not know it, but those soldiers were 
to spend 30 days on board his ship! 

In that war the ordinary 
trans-Auantic voyage took about 24 
days, East coast to Naples. 

Crowded is the word to describe 
the conditions of the Goodhue. 
There were extra cooks, there were 
Army personnel and Navy 
personnel, all of whom lived in the 
mid-ships house with the ship's 
crew. There were a few Army 
officers. 

After nearly five days in 
Lynnhaven Roads the Goodhue 
weighed anchor and steamed out into 
the Atlantic in the early hours of 
May 23. Hours were spent getting 
ships in position for the convey and 
it was at 6 p.m. that the 65 ships 
headed out into the Atlantic, for 
Gibraltar. The average convoy speed 
was nine and a half knots (miles an 
hour). 

It was a pleasant voyage - crowded 
but pleasant. This writer had a little 
game during the previous voyage of 


inviting soldiers who had served KP 
duty on any day to be his guest for a 
tour of the Benjamin Goodhue on the 
day following. It was now to be 
repeated, and .it proved to be 
popular. 

The captain would take those men 
to the bridge, show charts, sexiants, 
and have a brief explanation of what 
it was all about. They would be 
allowed to stand a few minutes at the 
ship's wheel and stcer the ship. 

The trip to the galley, where the 
bakers would be baking bread was 
not exciting, but it was nice to go 
down the long ladders to the engine 
room and the fire room. They could 
watch the oilers and the firemen at 
work, and get a peek onto the long 
shaft alley, where the shaft which 
turned over the propeller was hard 
at work. 

There were soldiers who 
volunteered for KP, just so they 
could make that trip. 

The captain, too, would listen to 
the radio, because of the impending 
invasion. Newspaper bulletins were 
typed by him and posted in the troop 
and crew areas. 

The captain listened to US short 
wave, the British BBC and the 
German English language broadcast. 
There was no propaganda from that 
English language broadcast. The 
Germans had assigned 6 a.m. on June 
6 as the time of the invasion, that 
being the time of high tide along the 
French coast. 

No Nazi subs were roaming in the 
part of the ocean through which the 
convoy was steaming. The captain 
could always have a game of bridge, 
in his office, after supper. 

The guests were a Colonel Skanse, 
from Minnesota, and a Licutenant 
Colonel, and Captain Matthews, the 
Army Transport Commander. 
Nothing about which to get excited. 
During the game on June 5 the 


Colonel asked as to the time the 
invasion would occur. 

Larz said it would be at 6 a.m. 
tomorrow, the time of high tide. 

Skanse: "You have it all figured 
out!" 

And, next morning, he found out 
that Larz was right. 

The convoy had been steaming in 
an “broad front," 13 ships wide, with 
five ships in a column. At 8:40 a.m. 
on June 8 the order was that the 
convoy was to form up in four 
columns. The convoy was about to 
go through the straits of Gibraltar. 

In four columns the Goodhue was 
the eighth ship in the first column 
(left). 

On the Goodhue's bridge, the place 
from which the ship is commanded, 
there was, at the captain's orders, a 
sort of easy chair, which could seat 
four persons. It was back from the 
bridge, and Army officers who used 
that chair were not to take part in the 
conversation on the bridge. 

Tt was a popular place in which to 
sit, and watch the events of the day. 
Now, on June 8, Gibraltar was only 
about 15 miles away - soon they 
would be able to sce it. 

But the captain saw something else, 
first, On the starboard side of the 
second ship in that first column there 
was an explosion. No noise, just a 
splash. It was three quarters of a 
mile ahead of the Goodhue. 

"Uh huh" said the captain, "There 
itis!" 

He knew now there was a 
submarine in the middle of that 
convoy. 

The Army officers jumped up. 
"What is it, captain, Can you see the 
Rock?" 

"No, Just watch that ship." 

Tt was already pulling out of line, 
and headed for the Spanish shore, 
some eight miles away. It never got 
there, 


backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

It is not surprising that our num- 
ber one garden vegetable, the 
tomato, prompts many questions 
from Wilmington and Tewksbury 
gardeners. It used to be that wood- 
chucks drew the most inquiries but, 
with ever increasing housing and 
industrial developments, there are 
not nearly as many open areas left 
to accommodate woodchucks as was 
the case 25 years ago. 

E.L. of North Tewksbury writes, 

. “every year my tomato plants 
start off like gangbusters and then, 
in July and August, they get 
croaked by swarms of, whiteflies, 
which seem to be impervious to 
insecticides. Any suggestions?" 

This is a common and especially 
troublesome problem with toma- 
toes. Whiteflies, which resemble 
flying dandruff when disturbed, are 
extremely tough little buggers, and 
even Sevin won't knock them down 
entirely, Not too long ago, it was 
discovered that this insect is 
attracted to the color yellow. This 
knowledge has led to the recent 
introduction of yellow sticky taps 
for home garden and greenhouse 
use, for controlling both whiteflies 
and aphids. Check your local 
garden supply center. Mahoney's 
carries a product called "Surefire 
Products" aphid/whitefly traps, 
which helped me to harvest a great 
crop of tomatoes last summer. For 
about five dollars you get three 
odorless non toxic traps and hang- 
ers. Directions for placement and 
general use are on the container. 

R.M. of Wilmington writes to ask 
for a quick review cf the pros and 
cons of "suckering" her tomato 
plants. We've touched on this in 
previous columns, but for new 
gardeners here are the advantages 
and disadvantages of removing all 
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(or most) of the sucker shoots 
which form along the main.and side 
stems of tomato plants. 

Advantages: Removing the 
suckers serves to produce a tall 
pyramid shaped plant which is easy 
to tic up to a stake. Staked plants 
are neater looking and can be 
planted as close as two and a half 
feet apart. A staked tomato plant 
gets the developing tomatoes up off 
the ground, where they would be 
susceptible to rot. In general, a tall 
"suckered" plant tied securely to a 
pole looks as though someone really 
cares for it. 

Disadvantages: By allowing all 
of the developing suckers to form, 
the tomato plant will take on a low, 
roundish configuration, which 
makes staking difficult, An unse- 
cured plant is an open invitation to 
heavy rain and wind damage. The 
unstaked, unsuckered plants may 
ultimately produce more fruits than 
suckered plants, however this is 
often offset by (a) wind and rain 
damage and (b) rotting fruits, 
coming into contact with the soil. 

As you've guessed, I favor 
suckering and stalking my tomato 
plants. 

S.W. of Wilmington writes, "Six 
or seven years ago I planted several 
wisteria seeds I found under a large 
plant growing in the Ipswich River 
Wildlife Sanctuary. 1 have trained 
the healthy looking vines up a rain 
spout but they are not blooming. 
The vines are 10 to 12 feet tall and 
as thick around as-a dime. What can 
I do to get some flowers?" 

Wisteria planted from seed will 
take 12 to 15 years to begin 
blooming. (That is why you never 
see wisteria seeds sold in seed 
packets.) So exercise some more 
patience. They will begin to bloom, 
but not for several years yet.

Wisteria plants sold at nurseries are 
three or four years old afid are 
propagated from cuttings or root 
divisions. 

J.E. of Wilmington asks for 
Suggestions on how to eliminate 
bamboo plants growing wild in her 
back yard, 

Bamboo, also called Chinese Bam- 
boo, can take over an area quickly 
if not somehow controlled, The 
only good thing I know about 
bamboo (from a child's perspective) 
is that the stalks cut to 10 or 12 
inches make excellent pea shooters. 
As a youngster growing up with 
several brothers in Connecticut, we 
had the best of all worlds; a very 
large crop of wild bamboo and two 
choke cherry trees in the same back 
yard, 

Short of trying to dig all of the 
roots out, which is a backbreaking 
task and you will probably never 
get every last root, my suggestion is 
this: since no plant can live inde- 
finitely without making top growth 
for photosynthesis, diligently cut 
down every bamboo shoot as soon 
as it appears. Do this faithfully 
every weekend this summer and 
next summer and the rocts will 
gradually get the message and die. 
Of course you can always call in a 
landscaper who has the proper 
excavating equipment, but I am 
assuming you don't especially want 
to spend a hundred dollars or more. 

For anyone who has lost some or 
all of his or her tomato plants, don't 
give up! There are still many very 
nice looking plants available and it 
is certainly not too late to replant. 
(Summer is still two weeks away.) 
Yentiles in South Wilmington has 
about a thousand 12 inch Jumbo 
tomato plants left, so drive in this 
weekend, first come, first served. 
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The Commodore hoisted a 
message, "Attack by submarine, 
from port!" 

The Goodhue signaled "That 
torpedo came from starboard!" 

Then Number Four ship in the 
column was hit, and pulled out for 
the Spanish shore. Things did not 
look good. The Goodhue, as has been 
said, was the cighth ship in the 
column. 

Number Six ship in that column 
was next hit by a torpedo, and pulled 
out for the Spanish shore. The 
Goodhue, it was certain, would be 
the next target! 

And the Goodhue had 505 troops. 
Tt was quite likely there would be 
dead men on the Goodhue in a few 
minutes! 

That was a dreadful thought. But 
the captain maneuvered for an attack 
from starboard, instead of from 
port, where the conimodore's signal 


had said. | 

He steered the Goodhue righi 
toward the place where he imagined 
the submarine to be located.If a 
submarine torpedo were to be fired 
at the Goodhue it would be only 
about 20 or 25 percent of a target, 
because of that turn the captain 
ordered, 

When the Goodhue had passed the 
spot where the other ships had been 
hit the captain turned his ship to the 
left, That put the stern toward the 
submarine, in case of a torpedo. 

Only three ships were hit. If a 
torpedo was fired at the Goodhue, it 
missed, 

Three days later the Benjamin 
Goodhue arrived in Naples. The 
troops went ashore on the wooden 
walks, built over the hulks of ships 
that had been sunk by the Nazis 
before they abaroned that port. 

That was better than being hit by a 
torpedo, in Gibraltar Straits.

Out in Minnesota 


News is good for bone 
Marrow recipient 


The news is good for young 
Danny Colbert of Topsfield, as he 
enters into his seventeenth month 
of life after receiving a life saving 
bone marrow transplant three 
weeks ago, 

A story on Danny appeared in 
these pages several months ago 
asking for assistance. The 
Tesponse from that story and other 
sources helped raise the necessary 
funds. 

According to Danny’s uncle, 
Patrick Colbert of Melrose, the 
reports on the operation, from the 
University of Minnesota Medical 
Pediatric Cancer Center, have all 
been positive. 

“He tolerated it well and he is 
recovering on schedule,” Patrick 
said, 

He added that Danny is recov- 
ering fairly well but that he has to 
spend the next 90 to 120 days in 
the hospital, 

Patrick added, “The family has 
been grateful for the support.” he 
especially noted a boost in sales 
of raffle tickets when the story 
appeared in the Middlesex East. 

Danny was diagnosed as hav- 
ing a rare form of childhood 
leukemia just a few wecks after 
his birth. Several forms of 
Chemotherapy were tried in an 
attempt to send the disease into 
remission or possibly cure it. 

However, within days of 
Christmas, doctors discovered an 
unusual component and a 
malignancy in his system that was 
resisting the chemotherapy. 

At that time it was decided that 
the bone marrow transplant was 


needed. Danny’s parents, Charles 
and Jean, started a search for the 
proper donor and became con- 
nected to a national donor search 
organization, 

Over 4,000 people were tested 
throughout Massachusetts. 
However, the actual donor was 
found in a mid-westem state. 


The ironic part of the scarch is, 
although none of _ the 
Massachusetts Donors were right 
for Danny, some of them have 
been contacted to participate in 
further testing for others that need 
a similar transplant in other parts 
of the country, 

Danny is being kept in a pres- 
surized, sterile room and only 
close family members are allowed 
to visit. 

Danny was accompanied to 
Minnesota by his mother and 
grandparents. His father, holds a 
private pilots license and flies out 
on weekends. 

Because of the necd to rent an 
apartment in Minnesota, while 
Paying the mortgage on their 
Topsficld residence, plus the other 
expenses associated with the oper- 
ation, another fundraiser is being 
held Thursday, June 18,

his novel. A few days later he 
issued another statement, no 
doubt at the behest of Paramount 
Pictures, stating that the movie 
wasn't so bad after all. Well, don't 
you believe it, because Clancy 
had it right the first time. 

"Patriot Games" is the sequel 
to "The Hunt for Red October." 
Alec Baldwin wanted too much to 
reprise his role of CIA analyst 
Jack Ryan, so Harrison Ford 
stepped in. We are meant to learn 
about the enigmatic Ryan through 
his family as they are hunted by a 
rogue Irish Republican Army ter- 
rorist, played by Scan Bean. But 
for all the talk in this movie about 
personal vendettas, we are never 
really allowed to get close enough 
to our protagonist to know him. 

The trouble starts when a vaca- 
tioning Ryan charges into an IRA 
attack on a member of the royal 
family and guns down a young 
terrorist. The brothers of this man 
makes it his mission in life to 
avenge that death. But by the time 
we get to the pay off, one hour 
and 40 minutes later, the movie 
has deteriorated into a convoluted 


and dull mess. There is just noth-’ 


ing exciting about watching Ford 
read documents, walk through his 
house, make a phone call. The 
pacing in this film is so slow you 
have to wonder if anyone told 
director Phillip Noyce this was 
supposed to be a thriller. 

The story follows Ryan from 
his macho escapade in London 
back to his home in Maryland. It 
is, of course, a dream house on 
the water. His wife is a surgeon, 
his daughter smart and preco- 
cious. It's predictable enough to 
make you wretch. And when it is 
obvious that the crazed IRA ter- 
rorist is coming after his perfect 
family, Ryan just steps back into 
his former job at the CIA and 
mobilizes the agency to protect 
him. By the time the CIA stages a 
battle, via satellite, against this 
IRA splinter group, you might

have to suppress a giggle. Even if 
the government would do all this 
to protect one man, the scheme is 
too aggrandized and complicated 
to ring true, 

Ford does-his-best-as-Ryan,-but 
it is the relatively unknown Bean 
who is far more compelling as he 
becomes gripped with a compul- 
sive need for revenge. Anne 
Archer doesn't fare quite as well, 
as her role merely requires her to 
appear saintly and stunned. 

Patrick Bergin, who has built 
up a reputation as a bit of an 
emoter, pulled off a strong perfor- 
mance as the leader of an IRA 
splinter group. Supporting roles 
are filled with such interesting 
actors as James Earl Jones, 
Richard Jones, Richard Harris and 
James Fox. They help to give the 
film a credulity the screenwriters 
and director couldn't. 


Sister Act stars Whoopi 
Goldberg as a second-rate lounge 
singer forced to hide out in a con- 
vent after witnessing her gangster 
boyfriend plug a flunky. Maggie 
Smith is the indominable Mother 
Superior with a calming effect on 
Goldberg, who in turns drags the 
convent into the 20th century.
